Eardinal looks” 
to church’s 
future with hope

LA JOLLA — Speaking before a standing-room-only 
crowd at the University of California, San Diego Oct. 28, 
Cardinal Joseph Bernardin, archbishop of Chicago, 
urged his audience to look to the church’s future with love 
and with hope. 

Cardinal Bernardin, who serves as chairman of the 
board of trustees of The Catholic University of America, 
was invited to:speak at the university on behalf of the 
Eugene Burke Lectureship on Religion and Society. 

Burke served as chaplain on the La Jolla campus for 
seven years before his death in 1984. Cardinal Bernardin 
had been a student of Burke’s when Burke taught at The 
Catholic University of America. 

Cardinal Bernardin defined the church as ‘‘the assem- 
bly of God’s holy people stretching and growing and 
becoming the sign of the coming reign of God.’’ The 
church, he explained, is something given, that is, a grace 
from God humbly and gratefully received, something to 
be involved in and something to be handed on, a tradition 
which consists of the dreams and hopes of the past and 
present brought to the future. “‘The church is a library, 
not a museum; it is gift, task, tradition.’’ 

Cardinal Bernardin is a former chairman of the 
National Catholic Educational Association and the chair- 
man of the U.S, bishops’ conference which produced the 
1983 peace pastoral. He outlined 10 elements which must 

‘ shape the church’s future. 

The church must respond to human needs. ‘‘It must be 
a sensitive community which listens intently, moves swift- 
ly and acts courageously.’’ The church must witness to 
justice, peace, equality and holiness. ‘‘Our preaching and 
practice must match each other,’’ he said. 

The church must be a community of celebration, he 
said. ‘‘For too long we have allowed our faith and reli- 
gious practices to be drab and uninspiring, punctuating 
them with severity, guilt, somber notes of struggle — and 
all of this in the context of a pessimistic view of human 
nuture. This is not the stuff of laughter and dreams.”’ 

The church is and must be a compassionate communi- 
ty, the Chicago prelate pointed out. ‘‘When the church is 
being compassionate, it is being faithful to the mission of 
Jesus, the compassionate shepherd. And the church 
must be a welcoming community, a place where people 
can feel at home, a place they call home.”’ 

Cardinal Bernardin entitled the second half of his pre- 
sentation, ‘‘A Bold Church in the Spirit of Vatican II.’’ 
The church, he continued, must be a community of con- 
science, a people of principle who recognize their own sin- 
fulness but speak out ‘‘when armaments take food out of 
the mouths of children, when abortion kills unborn life, 


when uncommitted sexual pursuits trivialize human love, 


when the poor are pushed down lower rather than raised 
higher, when farm people are unjustly dispossessed of 
their land, when victims of oppression and poverty are 
denied entrance to or refuge to this land of opportunity.”’ 

The church must also link people together, he said. As 
members of a global village, church members must know 
about the situations in other countries and strive for unity 
and respect for all cultures in their own country. 

While looking toward the future, Cardinal Bernardin 
reminded his listeners that the church must not forget its 
past. ‘“To lose the memory of our past is really to lose our- 
selves, our identity, our hope. Loss of memory denies the 
past just as loss of imagination blinds us to the future. 
Both losses are connected and tragically costly.”’

|Bishops issue letter on drug use| 


The following is a pastoral letter on drug abuse issued this 
week by Bishop Leo T. Maher, Episcopal Bishop C. Brinkley 
Morton and Bishop George D. McKinney of the Church of God 
in Christ, Southern California Second Jurisdiction. 

Saying ‘‘no’’ to drugs is a start but not the end to 
drug abuse. Simply to say ‘‘no’’ leaves one in a moral 
void that can only be filled, individually and as a 
seciety, by saying “‘yes:”’ 

““Yes’’ to the power of the transcendent being, God 
our father; 

“*Yes’’ to the affirmation of a drug-free and a spirit- 
filled life; 

“*Yes’’ to a society that combats the dealers preying 


on our weaknesses; 
“*Yes’’ to the education in values that give meanin 
g 
and purpose to our existence. 


The tragedy of drug abuse is not simply the statistics 
of lost lives, increased crime and _ decreased 
productivity. The tragedy is the moral erosion of our 
society that has allowed an abuse of freedom and the 
enslavement of countless men, women and children in 
drug dependency. 


The progress of a people depends upon their ideas of 
morality — the higher their standards of virtue, the 
higher their standards of civilization will be.

Pope may beatify Father Serra in Monterey

PHOENIX, Ariz. — Official notification of Father 
Junipero Serra’s possible beatification by Pope John Paul 
II during his U.S. visit in September of 1987 will not 
come until next spring, according to the main coordinator 
of the papal visit. 

Father Robert Lynch, who also organized the pope’s 
1979 visit to the United States, briefed Catholic 
journalists Oct. 31 on the upcoming pastoral visit during 
the regional convention of the Catholic Press Association 
held at the Hilton Pavilion. 

Father Lynch said that Monterey will be the site of 
either Father Serra’s beatification — one of the church’s 
steps toward canonization and sainthood — or a meeting 
between farm owners and workers and the pope. 

“‘We won’t know until next spring,’’ said Father

Lynch about the possible beatification. ‘‘We’re planning 
for both eventualities, not knowing which will occur.”’ 
The pope is expected to visit Monterey Sept. 17. 

Father Lynch told journalists from Arizona, California, 
Utah, Oregon and Washington that. he submitted the 
proposed itinerary to the Holy See in September for 
approval. 

The National Conference of Catholic Bishops 
confirmed Nov. 5 that Pope John Paul II will visit eight 
cities in six states next year. 

Father Lynch said that the confirmation ‘‘won’t 
embrace the entire detailed program.’’ Vatican officials 
will visit the proposed sites next spring ‘‘to see if the daily 
program is reasonable . . . We have to fine-tune the 
daily events.”’

Life Flight lands on playground 


SAN DIEGO — Students at the School of the 
Madeleine applauded when the Life Flight helicopter 
landed on their playground Oct. 31. 

They circled the chopper as Dr. Rolf Ehlers and Penny 
Looper, R.N., Life Flight personnel, explained their 
procedures for administering emergency and trauma care 
to patients. 

The visit correlated with the eighth-grade science and 
health curriculum, said Robert Teegarden, principal. 

Part of the instruction was given by Diane Carlson, 
R:N., assistant trauma coordinator at Children’s 
Hospital and Health Center, who made arrangements for 
Life Flight’s visit. She explained methods of trauma 
prevention, emergency procedures, first aid treatment 
and safety measures for riding bicycles and using 
skateboards. 

‘““Many said they would ask for 
Christmas,’’ she said. 

Carlson also coordinated an earlier visit to the school by 
paramedics from Hartson Ambulance Service. They 
demonstrated methods of administering trauma care, 
explained other emergency procedures and showed 
ambulance equipment.

JULIAN — Nine years ago Don Kojis 
wondered if the Whispering Winds Con- 
ference Center would ever get off the 
ground. Today he is planning ground- 
breaking ceremonies scheduled for Dec. 
TE, 

Recent developments removed 
roadblocks to the building project — ap- 
proval of the Environmental Impact Re- 
port and the county’s issuance of a major 
use permit. 

Why has it taken so long? ‘‘God is 
building community before building 
buildings,’’ the center’s executive direct- 
or said. He noted the team spirit among 
volunteers who staged four major fund- 
raisers, erected a temporary kitchen and 
performed maintenance work on _ the 
grounds. 

A group from Brawley worked every 
weekend for several months, Kojis said. 

‘‘Whisperings Winds has brought some 
people back to the church,”’ he said. Vol- 
unteering with other workers resulted in 
reviving their interest in Catholicism. 

The center is designed to provide 
enrichment and recreation for people of 


- all ages. Programs will focus on nationally 


recognized speakers. However, Whisper- 
ing Winds will also be available for gath- 
erings of other church-related groups, 
Kojis said. 

The facilities will include a conference 
center, 76 housing units in 19 quadruplex 
cabins, an amphitheater, swimming pool, 
lake and athletic fields. Each unit will cost 
about $15,000; the total cost will reach 
some $6 million, Kojis predicted. 

He expects construction of the first 
cabin to begin in January. Eighteen other 
cabins and a cross-shaped conference cen- 
ter will then be added. These facilities will 
house up to 500 people. Completion time 
will depend on funds raised. 

“Tt needs to be built yesterday,’’ he 
said. Without it, ‘“every day that passes 


by hurts our families.’’ Catholic youth at- 
tending centers sponsored by other de- 
nominations are “‘relating to their reli- 
gious activities. We need a place where 
people can have a support group in their 
own faith.’’ 

Despite construction delays, 
Whispering Winds has hosted a variety of 
religious activities. 

Father Jim Nisbet from San Luis 
Obispo gave a weekend conference Sept. 
12-14 on Scripture. The previous summer 
Jesuit Father John Powell conducted a 
weekend program. 

Rented tents for these events were used 
for the assembly area, dining room and 
kitchen, Kojis explained. Participants 
stayed in motor homes or in hotels in Juli- 


Priest hopes for more hostage releases 


NEW YORK (NC) — Ex-hostage 
Father Lawrence Martin Jenco said the 
Islamic Jihad’s release of David P. 
Jacobsen Nov. 2 has given him hope the 
group will soon free its other U.S. 
hostages in Lebanon, Terry A. Anderson 
and Thomas M. Sutherland. 


Father Jenco, a Servite priest who 
headed Catholic Relief Services programs 
in Lebanon, was released in July after 18 
months as a hostage of Islamic Jihad 
(Holy War). 


“Tt seems they have a procedure to 
follow,’’ Father Jenco said in an interview 
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Nov. 3 in New York. ‘‘I believe the group 
that held me is going to release all the 
Americans. It’s a question of when. My 
gut feeling is they’re going to be released 
soon.” 

But Americans need to keep writing 
President Reagan and the State 
Department until all the hostages are free, 
he said, to ensure that their cause does not 
get shifted ‘‘to the back burner.”’ 

In addition to the two men held by the 
Islamic Jihad, three other Americans — 
Frank Herbert Reed, Joseph James 
Cicippio and Edward Austin Tracy — 
have been taken hostage in west Beirut.

an, Kojis said. 

Over 400 attended the center’s open 
house Oct. 4 and 5. Msgr. Edward 
Creighton, pastor of St. Agnes Church, 
celebrated an outdoor Mass. Refresh- 
ments were served from the recently com- 
pleted temporary kitchen. 

This facility was built by Doug Broding 
and a crew of 35 volunteers who con- 
verted two of his trailers into the kitchen. 

Several Masses are celebrated through 
the year at Whispering Winds, which has 
also been used for parish picnics and 
birthday parties. It is available for any 
outdoor daytime socials, he said, adding 
that a mobile home with running water 
and electricity can be used by guests.

““People need a quiet place where they 
can listen to God speak,’’ Kojis said. He 
described the site as a hilly area densely 
wooded with oak and pine trees. The 
chapel will probably be built on the high- 
est point, he said. 

The idea for the conference center was 
born about nine years ago when the Kojis 
family and those of Drs. Jerry Tisi and 
Henry Kankowski attended a week-long 
family conference at Forest Homes Chris- 
tian Conference Center in the San Ber- 
nardino Mountains. 

The following year, this group and 
other Catholic families participated in an- 
other conference at Forest Homes. 

“‘Why doesn’t someone build a camp 
like this for Catholics in San Diego?”’ 
they asked. Kojis and Tisi responded by 
making a commitment to build such a 
center. 

Shortly afterward, they obtained 
Bishop Leo T. Maher’s endorsement of 
the plan with his suggestion that it be a 
lay-sponsored project, Kojis said. 

The group then organized a board of 
directors and asked Rev. Bob Kraning of 
Forest Homes to serve as an ex officio 
member. 

Since then the group has launched 
various types of fund-raisers. 

Seven parishes and the Notre Dame 
Club of San Diego have established a cab- 
in fund, pledging to cover the cost of one 
or more units. Each cabin will have a 
plaque listing the names of donors who fi- 
nanced its construction, Kojis said. 

Bronze plaques with inscriptions 
specified by donors are also placed on 
“living witness’’ trees at the site.

It is time to lower our voices 


How high are emotions riding over recent controversies 
in the church? If the reports we’ve been hearing on this 
are only half true, it is time to become very concerned. 

There have been reports in the last few months on 
meetings of various Catholic groups that seemed a far cry 
from the Christian charity and the unity Catholics are 
supposed to embody. Possible disturbances during the 
pope’s 1987 visit to America were the subject of another 
report. 

As a result of current tensions, even some theologians 
and lecturers regarded as agitators for change in’ the 
church have implored audiences to calm down and work 
toward unity. 

I am worried that divisions among Catholics are at the 
danger point, and hope that America’s bishops will be 
conscious of that fact when they convene next week in 
Washington. 

Due in large part to recent events, showdowns that 
have involved Archbishop Raymond Hunthausen of 
Seattle, Father Charles Curran of Catholic University 
and others in the American church, next week’s confer- 
ence will draw unprecedented national exposure. 

All present, hopefully, will use the opportunity to let 
the healing process begin. 

There is the split between those who stress that the 
church is not a democracy and those who feel the 
American church should become more democratic since 
its people have imbibed a democratic approach to 
problems through their culture. : 

There are those who feel Vatican II was a disaster and 
those who feel the truths of our faith would have lost their 
appeal had not Vatican II urged renewal. 

The pros and cons of certain disciplinary actions by 
church officials have charged emotions to a point at which 
people are exploding. Energies the church should direct 
elsewhere are being focused on internal battles. 

The time has come to consider how best to heal these 
rifts. Many feel that more face-to-face dialogue between 
conflicting parties is needed. 

Instead of ultraliberals meeting with ultraliberals, or 
ultraconservatives with ultraconservatives — each side

taking potshots at the other from a distance — the time 
has come for dialogue between the different sides. 

If a newspaper constantly is running down certain 
liberals or certain conservatives, perhaps the time has 
come for its editorial staff and those it criticizes to meet 
each other in the flesh, to sit down and hash things out 
until some unity can be found. 

Recently a theologian whose teachings were censured 
by the Vatican took part in a TV presentation with a 
Vatican official, a prominent archbishop. Television 
provided the public an opportunity to hear the arguments 
from those directly concerned with the issues. 

Not only was the veracity of what they were holding 
easier to judge but, more important, each individual’s 
character and intent could be better understood. 

We in the church-cannot go on beating on each other or 
we may find that all of us have lost in the end. 

How easy it would be for the church in the United 
States to lose its balance. How quickly we would learn 
that it is hard to regain lost balance. 

I believe that there must be a physical coming together, 
a concentration on who is speaking rather than merely 
what is said. The personalities involved in conflicts must 
meet. 

The time has come to move quickly into ways of 
heading off the growing cynicism, antagonism, unfair 
labeling and the devilish tactics we human beings use on 
each other. 

When people meet firsthand, the role of second 
guessing is undermined. It brings the real truth out and 
short-circuits the kind of prolonged battle in which each 
side moves into its garrison to shell the other with an 
artillery of words.

The U.S. is a no-win situation for Vatican

The recent controversies involving Archbishop 
Raymond Hunthausen of Seattle and Father Charles 
Curran of Catholic University have raised some profound 
questions about how Catholics in the United States are 
going to reconcile our commitment to democracy with our 
commitment to being Catholic. And the problems aren’t 
over, another major controversy involving academic free- 
dom in Catholic universities is on the horizon. 

The issue thus far has been the extent to which officially 
appointed church leaders can disagree with papal teach- 
ing.-The clear answer has been that if you want to lead in 
the Catholic Church today, you are expected to accept 
Catholic doctrine. Whether that same principle will now 
be.applied to all Catholic colleges and universities remains 
to be seen. 

Because things like this raise old fears about past events 
like the Inquisition and Galileo’s trial, they also bring up 
once again the problem of being Catholic in the United 
States — a nation where Protestant views of personal 
autonomy have been prevalant, and where any exercise of 
authority is seen by some as a threat to their freedom. 

To the Vatican it must all seem like a no-win situation, 
in the sense that whatever Pope John Paul II does causes 
real pain somewhere. If he does nothing it offends those 
who are concerned about authority and orthodoxy in the 
church. When he does act it causes great pain to those 
working for greater diversity in the church. Whatever 
action he takes, some part of the church is going to feel 
betrayed. 

Some headline writers have decided Pope John Paul II 
is a complete conservative, but the record hardly supports 
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that label, or any other. His constant worldwide travels, 
his.frequent appearances on television, his numerous calls 
for an end to war and for economic justice — all these 
would have to be described as liberal by these same 
standards. The fact is the pope believes both social action 
and doctrinal orthodoxy are necessary. 

Like any other institution, the Catholic Church has 
both a left wing and a right wing. Disagreements between 
them are inevitable, and can be healthy. It’s when one 
side tries to eliminate the other that the trouble begins. 
Then, like an airplane with only one wing, we sit on the 
ground going around in circles. The pope’s job is to make 
sure both wings are firmly attached to the fuselage, which 
is'not always easy. 

Faith is not free. As one of my philosophy teachers used 
to say, “‘Every yes is also a thousand no’s.’’ His favorite 
illustration was getting married. When you decide to 
marry someone you're also deciding not to marry all the 
other people you could have chosen. Saying yes to being a 
Catholic, as we all did at confirmation, also means saying 
no to everything that’s incompatible with being a 
Catholic. 

But it’s also our faith that makes us free. Without it we 
become detached, lonely individuals who can do anything 
we want to, but who don’t know what to do because we 
have no purpose in life. People who see freedom as lack of 
restraint are never really free — _ they’re only 
unconnected. 


The freedom of faith costs something but it’s also worth 
something. It’s freedom from guilt, freedom from 
hatreds, freedom from loneliness, freedom from addic- 
tions and compulsive behavior. It’s the freedom to face 
reality without fear, to love, to act rationally, to face 
challenges with real hope and courage. What it costs is 
our egotism. 

For anyone who cares about the Catholic Church, it 


.hasn’t been much fun to read the papers the last few 


weeks, and it’s probably not going to get any better. It’s 
not easy to combine freedom with authority. It never has 
been and it never will be. That’s a problem every 
Christian group has to deal with, but for American 
Catholics it’s especially difficult because the two traditions 
we belong to differ so widely on this issue. 

We have a major job ahead of us. The good news is, it’s 
worth it.

His pastoral visit 
will include stops in Miami; Columbia, 
S.C.; New Orleans; San Antonio, Texas;

The pope’s visit to California was 
prepared by the state’s conference of 
Catholic bishops. Even though the state’s 
first Catholic mission was established in 
San Diego, the bishops were unable to 
include the city in the itinerary, said 
Father Lynch. 

He said that considerably more detailed 
planning has gone into next year’s papal 
visit than the previous one. The 1979 visit 
was on the heel of stops in two other 
countries, and the pope visited six cities in 
seven days. 

“In 1979 there were only 11 weeks to 
plan,’’ said Father Lynch. “‘We didn’t do 
a good job of preparing the people for his 
trip or to follow up with evangelization. 

Father Lynch said his staff will have 
had two years to plan the 1987 visit. ‘‘We 
expect to do something after he leaves to 
follow up on the themes and talks.”’ 

According to Father Lynch, the

pope’s visit:*‘It is he who gave apostles, 
prophets, evangelists, pastors and 
teachers in roles of service for the faithful 
to build up the body of Christ.”’

and social action apostolates, he said. The 
pope will meet with leaders of these and 
several other ministries in various cities. 

Also planned for the pope’s visit will be 
meetings in Miami, Columbia and Los 
Angeles with leaders of the Jewish, 
Protestant and non-Christian faiths. The 
ecumenical gatherings are ‘‘serious 
efforts to engage in some kind of 
dialogue’’ with other religions, but won’t 
solve any differences, said Father Lynch. 

Father Lynch was asked if the pope’s 
trip would increase tensions mounting. in 
the U.S. church. ‘‘The pope comes to our 
country in a time of increased tension,”’ 
Father Lynch responded. But his 
presence ‘‘is such a dynamic force for 
good.’ 


Father Lynch said that reports from:

‘‘Something good will happen next year, 
even with the warts and wrinkles,’’ he 
continued.

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Assistants help pope hold reins of power 


John Paul relies on five 
key cardinals for help 


By Agostino Bono 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John Paul-II is recog- 
nized as a strong leader in a church where power and 
authority are centered in the. papacy. 

But even halding the reins of power, Pope John Paul 
still relies on trusted assistants to provide advice on sensi- 
tive issues and to carry out important, delicate assign- 
ments requiring tact as well as intelligence. 

He draws assistance from more than 800 members of 
the staff of the Roman Curia, the church’s central 
administrative offices, but many Vatican officials and 
veteran observers say the pope relies most on five key 
men. 

They are: Cardinals Agostino Casaroli, papal secretary 
of state and head of the Council for the Public Affairs of 
the Church; Joseph Ratzinger, head of the Congregation 
for the Doctrine of the Faith; Jean Jerome Hamer, head 
of the Congregation for Religious and Secular Institutes; 
Jozef Tomko, head of the Congregation for the Evan- 
gelization of Peoples; and William Baum, head of the 
Congregation ‘for Catholic Education. 

These are the “‘movers and shakers’’ in the Catholic 
Church — the officials the pope calls on to shape major 
policies and get things done. 

Cardinals Casaroli and Ratzinger hold the most power- 
ful positions of the five. They have authority to become 
involved in the affairs of other Curia agencies and, in 
some cases, overrule them. 

Cardinals Hamer and Tomko are veterans of the 
Vatican bureaucracy. Cardinal: Baum is the only 
American in the inner circle of papal aides. 

Sources interviewed for this series said the influence of 
the five powerful Curia figures is based on: 

© Sharing with the pope the same overall view of the 
direction the post-conciliar church should take. 

¢ Being appointed by the pope to powerful posts. 

Their shared view stresses adhering strictly to the letter 
of the Second Vatican Council and rejecting any devia- 
tions — right or left. 

It also favors strengthening church institutions through 
steady reforny and sees a major church role in shaping 
world affairs and social attitudes by influencing politics 
and culture. 

If the Curia were a parliamentary government cabinet, 
its two most powerful men would have these roles: 

¢ As.prime minister, Cardinal Casaroli — prodding 
and coordinating the work of others and answerable only 
to his boss, the pope. 

© As minister of internal affairs, Cardinal Ratzinger — 
monitoring the church’s intellectual life and making sure 
doctrine conforms to official standards. 

In practice, Cardinal Casaroli can intervene in all the 
affairs of the other curial offices. Cardinal Ratzinger can 
intervene in their doctrinal affairs. 

Here is a brief sketch of the Vatican’s most powerful 
men: 

© Cardinal Casaroli, a 71-year-old Italian, conducts 
Vatican relations with both national hierarchies and 
governments. 

The cardinal and the pope share the view that negotiat- 
ing with communist governments is necessary to keep the 
institutional church alive, even if handicapped, in Eastern 
Europe and if Catholicism is to win the long-term ideolo- 
gical battle for the region. 

Often, on important matters in which the pope takes a 
personal interest, Cardinal Casaroli signs the Vatican 
marching orders — giving them more weight than the sig- 
nature of the curial official directly responsible for the 
issue. 

The pope and his secretary of state regularly conduct 
church business during unpublicized working lunches and 
dinners, according to secretariat staff members. 

° Cardinal Ratzinger, the 59-year-old son of a Ger- 
man policeman, has been the church’s chief watchdog on 
theology, faith‘and morals since November 1981. As head 
of the doctrinal congregation, he is empowered to root out 
theological errors as measured by the yardstick of defined 
church teachings. 

Congregation business is done in close personal 
collaboration with the pope. Except during summer vaca- 
tions and papal trips abroad, the cardinal and the pope 
hold weekly private meetings, usually on Friday 
afternoons. 

Cardinal Ratzinger is the only Curia head with 
regularly scheduled weekly papal meetings. Other offi- 
cials must request a papal meeting. 

Congregation staff members say the pope and Cardinal 
Ratzinger share a view that misinterpretation of Vatican 
II has led to many exaggerations and deviations in 
Catholic thought and practice, and these must be 
corrected. 

The German churchman’s freedom to be outspoken on 
such issues, in contrast to his predecessors, is interpreted 
by his staff as a sign that their boss has the pope’s trust. 


® Cardinal Hamer, a 70-year-old Belgian Dominican, 
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POWERFUL PRELATE — On his trip to West

The sharp drop in religious vocations since Vatican IL 
deeply concerns the pope and the cardinal, and they see 
the temptations of the modern world hindering religious 
life. 

Another major, mutual concern is keeping Religious 
within the parameters of church teaching and rules. 

Cardinal Hamer has been a Vatican official for 20 
years, starting as a consultant .to the Secretariat for 
Promoting Christian Unity. 

° Cardinal Baum, 59, is the highest-ranking U.S. 
churchman at the Vatican. He was named to head the 
Catholic education congregation in 1980, after spending 
seven years as archbishop of Washington. He oversees the 
world’s 38 million-student Catholic educational system. 

During his six years at the Vatican, Cardinal Baum has 
become a trusted papal adviser on U.S. affairs, said a 
Washington priest now living in Rome. 

“He is very informed of what is going on in the states. 
The Holy Father consults him. He has a lot of input into 
episcopal appointments,”’ the priest said. 

° Cardinal Tomko, as head of the church’s missionary 
agency, holds an automatic position of power. His 
congregation administers about 900 missionary dioceses, 
distributing more than $110 million annually worldwide. 
It has a voice in the life of missionary religious orders and 
other church personnel in mission lands. It is responsible, 
with the Catholic education congregation, for missionary 
schools and seminaries. 

A robust man who rises at dawn to exercise, Cardinal 
Tomko enjoys the pope’s trust and friendship, Vatican 
sources say. They share similar views on the modern 
church and are fellow Slavs from communist-ruled 
countries. 

A 62-year-old native of Czechoslovakia, Cardinal 
Tomko left his homeland to study for the priesthood in 
Rome in 1945. Religious repression back home prevented 
his return, and he stayed in Rome. 

He stepped into the public eye in 1979, when the pope 
named him secretary general of the Synod of Bishops. In 
1985, he was named head of the evangelization 
congregation. 


Both men share a conviction that Christianity in

WASHINGTON (NC) — A proposal to give more 
direct power to the U.S. bishops in the hiring of their 
general secretary and less power to him in the hiring and 
firing of key staff members is to be discussed by the 
bishops in a closed session at their Nov. 10-13 general 
meeting. 

The proposal comes after the controversy last summer 
over the hiring of Jesuit Father Michael Buckley as head 
of the bishops’ committees on doctrine and on pastoral 
research and practices. 


But Archbishop.Roger Mahony of Los Angeles, who 


secretary would have to be approved by a secret, simple- 
majority vote of the entire conference of bishops, which 
has about 300 members. Currently the general secretary 
is approved by a two-thirds vote of the bishops’ Adminis- 
trative Committee, a policy-making panel of about 40 
bishops. 

The proposal, a copy of which was obtained by Nation- 
al Catholic News Service, also would require that 
appointments to about 17 key staff positions at the NCCB 
and USCC be agreed to by the Administrative Commit- 
tee. Currently the general secretary is authorized to make 
the appointments without consulting anyone.

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CYO accused 
of sex bias

SEATTLE (NC) — Parents of a 7-year-old girl 
who was excluded from Seattle archdiocesan 
Catholic Youth Organization soccer games have 
filed sex discrimination charges against the CYO 
with the state’s Human Rights Commission. 

The action came after CYO officials ordered the 
third- and fourth-grade boys’ soccer team at St. 
Joseph’s School, Seattle, to drop Marisa Monroe, a 
third-grade girl, from the team or forfeit’ all its 
games. 

Archbishop Raymond Hunthausen of Seattle has 
directed the CYO to review its rules prohibiting 
girls from playing on a boys’ team when a girls’ 
team is available. He also asked the organization to 
take steps to assure that women and minorities are 
represented on its commissions. 

Marisa has been dubbed a ‘‘soccer whiz’’ by the 
local press. Her parents, Ric and Linda Monroe, 
had asked the boys’ coach to let her play on the 
boys’ team because her skills were beyond those of .. 
the third- and fourth-grade girls’ team. 

Jere Carasco, the coach, agreed to let her play on 
the boys’ team. He said she is one of the team’s 
better players. 

When the CYO Soccer Commission, an all-male 
board, reviewed team rosters, it told the St. 

. Joseph’s team that it would have to forfeit all its 
games if Marisa continued to play. The team for- 
mally asked to keep Miss Monroe, but the commis- 
sion denied the request. 


The Human Rights Commission set a hearing on 
the case for Nov. 18. 

Marisa and her male teammates played an 
unsanctioned game Oct. 25 against another 
Catholic school and won, 2-1.

Si alguno de estos requisitos falta desde el momento del 
matrimonio, entonces la Iglesia a traves del tribunal 
matrimonial y actuando en representacién del obispo, 
puede declarar que ese matrimonio fue invdlido desde su 
celebracién.
